PALM SPRINGS councilm en told 
th e college group present, t h a t 
they would not be in favor in hav­ 
ing the new college located "too 
fa r from 
Palm 
Springs," 
a n d 
voiced the opinion that they w ant­ 
ed to see it "this side of the half­ 
w ay m ark between P alm Springs 
and Indio — preferably in t h e 
R ancho M irage a re a." 
Com pletely 
bringing 
the local 
council up to date. Board Chair- 
iVian Don 
Mitchell 
and 
College 
P resident Dr. 
Roy 
McCall said 
th at a "site has definetely n o t 
been chosen” and that the board 
w as looking tow ard team w ork by 
th e local com m unities in working 
w ith the board in th eir selection 
of a site. 


COUNCILMAN GEORGE Beebe, 
J r., however, told the group pres­ 
e n t th at they should not try to 
discount the voice of the people. 
"Y ou are elected to listen to the 
taxxpayer.s — both pro and con," 
he said. "People will raise ques­ 
tions and their voices and they 
should be heard ." 
"W e re very interested in t h e 
junior college site," added t h e 
councilm an,” and you can t say 
hands off.” 
In speaking of the College site, 
both B e e b e and Councilwoman 
R uth H ardy indicated th at if the 
college were to be built “ too d o se 
to Indio and you ask for a bond 
issue, you will get trem endous op­ 
position."

fer to it as their college, and this

"W e d o n t w ant to hinder t h e 
m ove, we w ant to help. But put 
it close to Indio and you will have 
a g reat deal of difficulty in sell­ 
ing a bond issue."

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Public Expects Junior College 


Board to Com ply With Its Wishes 


Action of the Board of Trustees of 
Desert Junior College in “reserv ing the 
right" to condemn one of the four sites 
recommended by the State as a “threat" 
to an owner who does not desire to sell 
his land is definitely not in the best 
interest of the public. 
Condemnation of land is only justi­ 
fiable as a last resort (not the first) 
and when absolutely necessary and in­ 
escapable . . . such as in lengthening 
a runway, straightening a highway or 
some other similar situation in which 
a particular piece of property must be 
acquired for completion. At best, con­ 
demnation is a long and expensive pro­ 
cess always much better avoided when 
possible. 
None of these compelling factors are 
involved in the Junior College site se­ 
lection. There are three other approved 
sites, one of which rates much higher 
on 
the eventual 
two-college system 
recommended by the State. 
It appears that the College Board is 
overlooking a number of important con­ 
siderations, having become so enthrall­ 
ed over a single location that it is los­ 
ing sight of the best Interests of the 
College and the public. 
In the first place the site for which 
condemnation is threatened is approx­ 
imately 4 miles from Indio and 18 miles 
from Palm Springs, which places it off- 
balance to three-fourths of the popula­ 
tion. 
Second, access is so restricted that 
serious traffic congestion and hazards 
Would be created on Highway 111 upon 
the arrival or exodus of the ultimate 
2,500 students at the campus intersec­ 
tion. 
Third, the State predicts that two col­ 
leges will be needed for the District not 
many years hence due to rapid popula­ 
tion increases and that the first should 


be built on the Del Sol site and the sec­ 
ond later when needed, near Coachella 
and Indio. Thus the Board is actually 
going against State advice. 
Fourth, under condemnation, price 
and cost of the site nearest Indio would 
be much greater than the Del Sol loca­ 
tion. 
F i f t h , 
condemnation 
proceedings 
could involve lengthy litigation delay­ 
ing construction of the College for sev­ 
eral years. 
Sixth, but far from least, Is the fact 
that the communities of Palm Springs, 
Cathedral City, Thousand Palms and 
Rancho Mirage have definitely express­ 
ed their preference for the Del Sol loca­ 
tion. 
Seventh, the Board knows that it will 
be necessary to submit a bond issue to 
the voters for construction funds in the 
near future, and that in the final analy­ 
sis the majority of the people will in 
effect pass upon the site selected. The 
bond issue could lose unless the site 
chosen meets with 
public approval. 
With approximately three fourths of 
the population nearest and favoring the 
Del Sol location, the Trustees wrould be 
extremely foolish not to conform to the 
wishes of the people and the best inter­ 
ests of the Public. 
Considering all these circumstances 
the Board action setting the stage to 
condemn 
the Indian 
Cove property 
seems to be motivated more by person­ 
al preferences not .proper in school pro­ 
cedures—as well as unreasonable and 
definitely undesirable for the College 
and the public. 
If the board wishes to have the strong 
public support which is so essential to 
harmony and success, it should rescind 
the condemnation threat and proceed 
to secure the site overwhelmingly fav­ 
ored by the public without further de­ 
lay.

I H.AI) JUST given the porter 
one of these pieces to mail. Had 
written about easing 
into 
and 
out of Pocatello, Ida. We eased 
in. but we didn't ease out. 
1 was stuck there until 3 a. 
m . when the next train took off 
for Salt Lake City. 
The sympathetic man in t h e 
depot directed me to the hottest 
night spot in Pocatello. Thought 
I'd take a look at Idaho's wild 
life. 


IT WAS HOT. all right. Half 
past eight p.m., and 103. (The 
Salt Lake T r i b u n e bannered 
“ record heat w a v e " the next 
morning. I 
And there was no air condi­ 
tioning. 
I remembered that they had 
stuck our Pullman on a spur 
track in the depot park. Green 
grass and trees. And had attach­ 
ed wires to it and the air condi­ 
tioner was going full blast. 
The night spot had a g o o d 
combo playing dance music, lots 
of people of the floor.

AIRLINE CAPTAINS like to

Bowen He showed me 
a 
red 
crank in a case on the wall and 
flipped open three 
little 
floor

and crank them down by hand." 


THE CRANK OPENING and 
crank looked just exactly what 
I used on my Model T Ford.

Diana Adams 
advocates 
daily 
leg exercises 
whether 
you’re 
a 
dancer whose feet are your for­ 
tune or whether you're just a girl 
trying to look your best in the 
new fashions. 
"Leg care is like skin care; you 
can't ever stop," said the brown­ 
haired star of the New York City 
Ballet Co. "In my own case, if I 
neglect regular warmups, it takes 
m e three weeks to get back to 
what I call concert pitch." 
Miss Adams has to keep on her 
toes, but her suggestions for fool 
and leg exercises based on ballet 
technique will help the rest of us 
lock our best in the new 16 and 17- 
inch hemlines. 
I'll start with 
the one which 
sounds the most restful, and also 
the easiest — 15 to 20 minutes of 
soaking tootsies in tepid water. 
This is routine with the dancer 
after a 
performance. She says 
that while soaking, she works the 
toes up and down, f l e x e s the 
arches and stretches the feet at 
the ankles as far up and down as 
possible. When the fatigue from 
strenuous dancing has passed, she 
dries her feet and m assages them 
thoroughly with petroleum jelly, 
with particular emphasis on heels, 
toes 
and 
instep. 
The 
lubricant 
"keeps us from getting blisters or 
callouses," she explained in an 
interview. 
"Put your 
feet 
up 
whenever 
possible," she said. It may not be 
a ladylike pose, 
but 
it 
relaxes 
muscles and helps circulation. 
For strengthening arches a n d 
improving 
posture, 
she 
recom­ 
mended 
this 
"stretcher." 
Bare­ 
footed, rise slowly from a flat foot 
position to as high as tiptoe as 
possible. As you pull up on your 
toas, raise the arm s overhead and 
stretch. 
Here are her other 
exercises 
far feet and legs: 


F or the ankles — while sitting 
on the floor, cross one leg over 
the other and rotate the foot 20 
tim es in an outward direction, 20 
inward; repeat with the other leg. 
For firming the legs — sit on 
floor, aim s behind you. With tum ­ 
my in and chest high, kick t h e 
right leg up, keeping toes pointed 
and the foot arched. After five 
tim es with one leg, change and do 
five times with the other 
F or leg shaping — stand with 
ieet 
slightly 
apart, 
comfortably 
balanced, toes 
slightly 
outward. 
Then, bend the knees slowly and 
sink floorward as far as possible, 
keeping the back straight through­ 
out and the arm s 
extended 
at 
shoulder level. Return slowly to 
standing position and repeat the 
bend several tim es. 
F o r thighs—holding on 
to the 
w'all, or the back of a chair, with 
the feet side by side and a com­ 
fortable distance apart, bend the 
left knee and raise it as close to 
the chest as possible, keeping the 
back straight at all times. Return 
alternate the left and right legs in 
this exaggerated m arch step sev ­ 
eral times. 
D iana Adams,
